When in Despair 


Conviction of sin is good medicine. 
Not the mere intellectual assent, which 
glibly confesses, “Yes; I know I am a 
sinner”; but the sharp conviction that 
stabs the heart, and makes a man feel 
that he is a greater sinner than all his 
friends and that he would like to go a 
long way off and begin life over again. 
When such agonizing conviction comes 
to a man who is not a Christian, his one 
desire is to find forgiveness. If it comes 
to a Christian (and it does come to 
some), it makes him wonder how God 
can ever use him again. Apparently 
there is not much of such sorrow for sin 
today either among Christians or un- 


believers. But we should be better off 


if there were more of it, for it leads 
to humility, greater sympathy with 
others, and an overwhelming desire to 
get right with God. There is only one 
source of comfort for such a state of 
mind. In an old book, once well known 
but now largely forgotten, entitled, “The 
Schénberg-Cotta Family,” are a few sen-

tences from Martin Luther that contain 
healing balm for a heart broken by sin. 
After he had seen the light himself, 
Luther wrote to another monk: “There- 
fore, my dear brother, learn Christ and 
Him crucified; learn to sing to Him, and, 
despairing of thyself, to say to Him, 
‘Lord Jesus, Thou art my righteousness, 
but I am Thy sin. Thou hast taken me 
upon Thyself, and given to me what is 
Thine; Thou hast taken on Thee what 
Thou wast not, and hast given to me 
what I was not.” ... For if, by our 
labours and afflictions, we could attain 
quiet of conscience, why did He die? 
Therefore, only in Him, by a believing 
self-despair, both of thyself and of thy 
works, wilt thou find peace. For He has 
made thy sins His, and His righteousness 
He has made thine.” That phrase, “a 
believing self-despair,” is a striking, yet 
Scriptural paradox, for only by despair- 
ing utterly of ourselves, and trusting 
wholly in Him can we find peace. But 
“there is forgiveness with thee,” abun- 
dant forgiveness, for “while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us.”

A French Scientist on Drink 


T SEEMS to be the fashion in certain 
I circles at the present time to mini- 

mize the physiological evils of alco- 
hol. The minimizers have what the 
French call “a good press,” so that their 
words drown out the warnings which 
continue to come from other quarters. 
Montaigne once said that he liked to 
talk with peasants because their logical 
sense had not been damaged by educa- 
tion. Yet there are savants who retain 
their hatred of alcohol and would give 
it no quarter, for example, the late Prof. 
Charles Richet of the Sorbonne, Nobel 
prize-winner in 1913. "He wrote a book 
on human follies which*he entitled 
“L’Homme Stupide” (“Foolish Man”), 
and the palm for man’s stupidity he 
awarded to his alcoholism. What fol-

“But the Lord is faithful, who 
shall stablish you, and keep you 
from evil” (2 Thess, 3:3). 
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lows is a translation of quotations from 
Professor Richet: 


I now denounce one of man’s most 
monstrous follies, which it would have 
been perfectly easy to avoid. For not 
only is this folly voluntary, but it has 
even required a long and scientific elab- 
oration to attain its present height of 
perfection. By dint of unremitting toil 
men have devised new products by 
means of which they intensify their deg- 
radation and their bestiality. They have 
taken enormous trouble to make them- 
selves ill and unhappy. They have in- 
vented a hideous poison, the use of 
which they have spread and regulated. 


They have made the accursed product 
one of their staple foods. 

It is revolting enough that man should 
let pheasants, snipe, and venison decay 
before he eats them; but the harm done 
is not serious,—firstly because these 
nauseating dishes are reserved for the 
jaded palates of the chosen few; and 
secondly because the mucous membrane 
of the stomach is tough enough to with- 
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stand, more or less, the assault of these 
putrid meats. 

But as to decayed vegetables it is a 
very different story. For as they decay 
the sugary vegetables produce a terrible 
poison which is alcohol. And so instead 
of the lawful, normal food which the 
great law of nature ordains and recom- 
mends, man revels in putrid vegetables 

. I say putrid because alcoholic fer- 
mentation is only decay, exactly like 
other putrefactions. 

Wine, cider, and beer are depraved, 
corrupt, putrid foods. They are rejected 
with disgust by every living thing. But 
man is the exception. Were it only on 
account of his taste for drink man would 
deserve to be set apart from the whole 
animal creation. Homo stultus [fool 
man] dotes on the poison of alcohol. 
There is no such thing as fool animal. 

Beautiful clusters of luscious grapes, 
flushed with rose and gold, exquisite 
to look upon and delicious to taste, are 
flung pell-mell into a huge vat, crushed, 
trampled, and mutilated until they be- 
come hideous. A sickening smell arises 
from them. Then come yokels who leap 
about half-naked in the vat and infect 
this superb food with their filthy feet. 
These splendid grapes become a noxious 
pulp where all sorts of vermin, microbic 
and otherwise, breed freely. Juicy 
apples of exquisite hues, hanging like 
jewels on our fine trees, are thrown into 
rotting heaps where they are left to 
putrefy to heighten the flavor of the 
liquor, and it is from this disgusting 
mess that man makes one of his favor- 
ite drinks. 

Into such ignoble products does man 
succeed in transforming these two ador- 
able fruits of the earth, and there is 
nothing more hideous than this profana- 
tion. 

If we were only content to drink these 
putrefied liquors until we made our- 
seives sick. But no! We go much far- 
ther. We have succeeded in extracting 
their pernicious essence. Man is not 
content to drink this putrid mess; he 
distills it, he extracts its innermost es- 
sence, till he finally draws from the 
rotten grapes a sure and active poison, 
alcohol, marvelous alcohol. 

Is there any need to dwell upon this 
toxic poison of alcohol? Taken in mod- 
erate doses it disturbs the digestive 
functions, takes away appetite, murders 
sleep, causes a transient stimulation 
quickly followed by intellectual fatigue. 
Taken in strong doses it paralyzes all 
our senses, makes us lurch and vomit, 
and extinguishes the feeble glimmer of 
reason which flickers in our poor minds. 

Everywhere in town and country alco- 
hol is worshiped like a god. In Paris 
alone there are 65,000 establishments for 
the sale of this hateful product. 

Reckoning that each retailer with his 
wife, children, and domestic staff repre- 


sents six persons, that gives us 400,000 - 


poisoners. One might divide Parisians 
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into two groups, 400,000 ee and 
600,000 poisoned. 

It is the drunkards who fill out hos- 
pitals and lunatic asylums. Thanks to 
alcohol, a nation of workers is trans- 
formed into a nation of madmen, idlers, 
and weaklings. 

It seems to be impossible to root out 
this-error which has.so many victims. 
Vult decipi, ergo decipiatur.. . Besides, 
the manufacture of wines and. spirits 
employs an immense population who 
would not lightly resign themselves to 
ruin. Just try to persuade the vine- 
growers, vintners, and distillers, and 
above all the infamous saloon-keepers, 
that they must change their trade. In 
the minority, though they be, they would 
hang you! 

Have we not all seen the scandalous 
spectacle of a Parliament afraid to for- 
bid the use of alcohol and the members 
trembling before the retailers who are 
their constituents? 

Chemistry has succeeded in extracting 
the poisons, strychnine, aconite, and 
atropine, of which not'so much as one 
millegram may be sold without a medi- 
cal prescription, and yet their unre- 
stricted sale would have no grievous con- 
sequences; while millions of tradesmen, 
with the approval of the state and the 
populace, freely retail a poison far more 
deadly than strychnine, aconite, or atro- 
pine, because it decimatés and debases 
a whole race. 

This poison is a recognized poison. We 
all know this. The noxious effects of 
alcohol are as obvious as the light of 
the noofiday sun. It is common knowl- 
edge that it is a poison, and yet people 
persist in poisoning themselves. Kings, 
parliaments, academies, ministers of 
state,— all those who claim to lead the 
masses, though well aware that alcohol 
degrades the people, do nothing to pre- 
vent this degradation. This is not merely 
stupid, but shameful. 


Notes on Open Letters 


How Are Converts Followed Up? 


Several months:ago you had an article 
which summed up numerous signs of re- 
vival in the U.S. — the converts from Gos- 
pel radio preaching, Christian service 
centers, Child Evangelism, etc. When 
added together, the conversions do make 
an imposing total, which may equal those 
of the Moody revivals and others. 

The thing that bothers me. is,. How. are 
these converts being followed up? In 
the past, after a series of city-wide meet- 
ings, the new Christians were directed 
to sympathetic pastors for instruction, and 
they became members of “warm” 
churches, adding greatly to the vitality 
of evangelical groups. They were per- 
sonally acquainted with people who were 
active in the revival meetings, and so 
had little difficulty in joining a group. 

This long-distance evangelism of. the 


radio and the brief personal contact with_.,, 


men in the service both lack the follow- 
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up instruction in Bible study and prayer 
and, above all, in getting the convert in 
contact with true believers. I -have no 
blame for the evangelists, who do all pos- 
sible to consolidate their work, but many 
people are timid about looking up church 
people, and they lack discernment as to 
doctrine. So many church members who 
come to California fail to find a church 
home and finally relapse into indifference. 
How much more difficult it must be for 
a new convert to become an active mem- 
ber among strangers ! 


My question is this — What effect is this 
to have on the organized church? Are 
these converts joining churches, are they 
starting independent groups, or are most 
remaining isolated? Old-fashioned _ re- 
vivals brought new life to communities 
and local churches. Has the Christian 
Church felt much benefit from the new 
“long-distance” evangelism?—A California 
reader. 

The article in question was “The Re- 
vival in Our Midst,” by James E. Bennet, 
in the Trwves for March 25, 1944. 

The California reader asks six chal- 
lenging questions, to which it is prob- 
ably not possible for any one person to 
give a complete and satisfying answer. 
For the sake of clearness, let us look 
at them separately. 


1. How are these converts being fol- 
lowed up? As the reader has pointed out, 
Mr. Bennet referred to several different 
types of Christian work, in which men, 
women, and children are being won to 
Christ. By the very nature of their 
work, radio preachers cannot follow up 
many of their converts. But some such 
work is being done. For example, there 
are more than 5,000 listeners enrolled 
in the eight Bible correspondence courses 
prepared by Pastor Walter J. Feely of 
Billings, Mont., who directs the eleven 
weekly broadcasts sponsored by the 
Montana Gospel Crusade. The Chil- 
dren’s Bible Hour (Grand Rapids) has 
simple and practical plans of Bible study 
for the children who respond to the 
radio invitations, with attractive offers 
to write in to headquarters. Dr. Walter 
Maier, of the well-known Lutheran 
Hour, sends out helpful literature to 
listeners who write to him. Encourag- 
ing and spiritual messages are sent out 
by Dr. and Mrs. Charles Fuller in their 
“Heart to Heart Talks,” which go to 
contributors to the Old Fashioned Re- 
vival Hour. Doubtless there are other 
“follow-up” systems of which the Edi- 
tors are not aware at present. Child 
Evangelism does conduct classes for the 
children to give them Bible instruction, 
as. well as to preach the Gospel. There 
are not so many “warm” churches as in 
Moody’s day, therefore there is less op- 
portunity for new converts to join sound 
churches where the Gospel is preached 
and the Bible is taught as the inspired 
Word of God. If the converts of Moody’s 
day had more friends who were active 
in the revival meetings, as the reader 
suggests, than converts do today, then 
it is- another evidence of the coldness,

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Beware of Fortunetellers 


Ten reasons why these charlatans cannot help

OME months before I was married, 
a I served a small congregation in 
an Ohio town. While visiting in a 
section called “Shantytown,” I found a 
man who was paralyzed from his hips 
down. I explained as best I could God’s 
good news for sinners, and the afflicted 
man seemed to be happily converted. 
The next time I called, he was eager 
to-see me and ask me a question. He 
said: “The only way I have of getting 
money to. feed my family is by telling 

fortunes. Must I give that up?” 
I answered as kindly as I could, “You 


cannot be a Christian and swindle peo-— 


ple.” 

He protested: “I do not swindle peo- 
ple. ‘What I tell people comes true.” 

Obviously he was sincere, and, seeing 
that I was unconvinced, he said, “Let 
me prove it by telling your fortune.” 

Gently I explained that I would think 
it a sin to consult a fortuneteller. 

He said, “Before you decide that it is 
a swindle, give me a chance to prove 
that it is not.” 


SEEMINGLY A Fair Test 


This seemed so fair that I consented 
to listen. He said that I was one of seven 
children or would be the father of seven 
children. This was not true then or 
now. He said that I was engaged to be 
married. This would be a safe guess 
in the case of a young minister living 
in bachelor’s quarters. He said that the 
young woman of the romance was com- 
ing to see me very soon. This I denied 
as. impossible, because such a visit would 
have been considered most improper. 
His next revelation astounded me—I 
was utterly bewildered. He said, “You 
are soon to go on a very long journey. 
You will cross a very large river that 
is deep and dark.” 

How did he know that? 

I supposed that only three people on 
earth knew that I had that week ac- 
cepted an appointment to take charge 
of a similar work in St. Louis, and at a 
time when the Mississippi River was 
near flood stage and discolored with 
mud. He had no information as to which 
direction I was going or what river I 
was to cross. There were other items 
to my “fortune,” but they were com- 
monplace, and I was so puzzled that they 
made no lasting impression on my mem- 
ory.- I do not even remember my part- 
ing words and the prayer that I offered.

_is driving through to East Liverpool 


on business. I am riding with him. We 
shall stop at your place for dinner.” My 
mind was in great confusion. I won- 
der how many people have had their 
faith warped by such evidence. For- 
tunately for my peace of mind, a letter 
came two days later, and it said, “Father 
has changed his plans. We are not com- 
ing.” Then I began somewhat prayer- 
fully to take the experience apart to see 
what had really happened. 

(1) I had received no helpful infor- 
mation. 

(2) Revealing my expected trip did 
not tell me anything I did not already 
know. It did not tell me more than a 
fraction of what I knew. 

(3) The predicted visit was a plan in 
someone’s' mind, and the fortuneteller 
could not foresee a change of mind. 

(4) If, as some believe, an evil spirit 
was speaking through an impoverished 
cripple who had professed faith in 
Christ, then that spirit was a meddling, 
eavesdropping gossiper, without power 
to bring things to pass. 

(5) If, as some believe, it was a mere 
coincidence; then such coincidences are 
quite out of proportion to mathematical 
probabilities. 

(6) Whatever the source of the infor- 
mation, other matters of vastly greater 
importance — matters wherein I needed 
guidance, were omitted. 

(7) The prophecies of my future did 
not-in any way depend on my moral 
conduct. The word if was not in the 
predictions. In the Bible, God offers 
men alternatives. 

(8) If the promise of seven children 
were really dependable, it would wrap 
my life up in fatalism. I must of neces- 
sity be immortal until the prediction 
reached consummation. 

(9) If the prediction of the visit was 
mind reading, there were millions of 
minds, and some directive force must 
bring into focus the mind that contem- 
plated the visit. 
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(10) The predictions did not deal with 
finalities; fortunetellers never do. If 
he had guaranteed me long life, pros- 
perity, popularity, and power to rule 
multitudes, yet I could have asked, 
“After that, what?” Eternity was left 
untouched. 


A Scnoort ror Meprums 


One night in Wheeling, W. Va., there 
was such a downpour of rain that I 
was surprised to have a caller. A drip- 
ping man stood at my door and asked 
me to go with him to a session of a 
school for mediums. Someone in author- 
ity had invited him to attend one ses- 
sion, because it was thought he was an 
undeveloped medium, with latent powers 
he little suspected. I knew this man as 
one with a brilliant mind and a flair 
for investigation and adventure. Very 
frankly I told him that I would not 
attend as one having leanings toward 
spiritism, and that I would not sit in 
the circle or invite any contact with 
spirits. This was agreed, and I went 
with him. | 

Because of the storm, only the teacher, 
a bulky, elderly woman, and six male 
pupils greeted us. My friend sat in the 
circle about a large table; I sat about 
15 feet distant, and two uninvited visi- 
tors sat much farther back behind me. 
We were in the third story, and the 
room was very poorly lighted. If there 
had been any spirits present, they should 
have known that my friend was a spy 
and I was a tattler. ° 


The seance began by asking questions 
of the spirit that dominated the table. 
After eath question, the table rapped 
once, twice, or three times, which in 
their code, meant “Yes,” “No,” “Doubt- 
ful” or unwilling to answer. They asked 
the table if there was an undeveloped 
medium at the table; the spirit answered 
“Yes.” They asked if he was a married 
man; the spirit or table answered “No.” 
The teacher asked me if this was true. 
I knew that he was married, but it was 
not my show, and I simply said, “Are 
you, Watkins?” He replied in a tone 
that might reveal his contempt for mar- 
riage, “Not much.” Of course, as com- 
pared with some movie stars, his ac- 
cumulation of wives was negligible. 


After some minutes of table knocking, 
the teacher rehearsed her pupils as 
trance mediums. Each medium had one 
or more controls, and the number of 
controls and the smoothness of the per- 
formance determined the grade of the 
medium. For the information of the 
reader, let me explain that the “control” 
is the spirit that takes possession of 
mind and vocal chords of the medium, 
and when this happens, the medium goés 
into a trance—at least, the credulous 
so understand it. In this group all pupils 
were men, and, oddly enough, all the 
controls were spirits of dead men. 


The first control rolled a husky man 
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on the floor, took possession, and the 
body of the medium arose and began 
with something like this: “Ugh! Me 
redskin brave. Me heap glad meet pale 
face brothers and white squaw chief.” 
Apparently it was a purely social call, 
and after bringing greetings from be- 
yond the “Great Divide,” he departed, 
and the medium came out of the trance 
with a slight spasm. The next performer 
was an elderly man of great girth. He 
did not fall to the floor —let the younger 
men do that—he slumped in his chair 
and then arose and gave an imitation 
of a locomotive, with “Choo, choo, choo,” 
and wailing tones that were meant for 
whistling at the crossing. The teacher 
explained that this control had been a 
brakeman in life. This medium had 
whiskers, and the beard projected like 
the “cowcatcher” of a locomotive. It was 
good comedy, but I dared not laugh. The 
two young men behind me roared with 
laughter, and the fat man came out of 
his trance in an angry frame of mind. 
Then things did happen. 


The medium who had entertained the 
Indian spirit collapsed again, and this 
time his control was the spirit of a bad 
Indian. (They do have some bad ones 
for emergencies.) This one was on a 
scalping expedition, and frankly an- 
nounced his homicidal intentions. He 
knew where to go to get his tomahawk; 
he went to a rear foom where they kept 
coal and kindling and returned leaping 
and waving a hatchet. He went after 
the boys who had laughed, and they 
literally rolled down the stairway. When 
that was dorie, the mediums pulled their 
raving mate to the floor and “cast out 
the spirit of the bad Indian.” All the 
mediums rehearsed with their controls, 
and the seance was ended, and they had 
an interesting argurrent over which ones 
had paid dues. There was some dis- 
agreement, and I wondered why one of 
the spirits had not been summoned as 
a revealer of the truth. 


A ConveRTED MEDIUM 

When I first knew him, he was a 
young man of white life and burning 
zeal for the Kingdom of God. One 
day I remarked in his presence that in 
my judgment all the alleged manifesta- 
tions of spirits were only tricks played 
on a gullible public. To my surprise, 
he confessed that before his conversion, 
he had been a medium, and that he had 
witnessed manifestations that were not 
due to trickery. His control, as he be- 
lieved at the time, was the spirit of 
his dead father. At his request, his 
father pulled his hair when it was time 
for him to awaken or when he started 
to do something of which his father 
disapproved. His father was also active 
at seances. I said hastily, and very fool- 
ishly, “Prove it to me.” I wanted my 
hair pulled or the spirit to do some- 
thing that was startling. He looked at 


me, and tears wet his cheeks as he said, 
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“I could not do it without renouncing 
Christ.” Then and there I realized that 
now, as in the days of the apostles, 
spiritism is of- demon origin.

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have ever seen. I have known him in 
that capacity in a city and, more re- 
cently, in a small village where he has 
moved to take another position. He has 
used the same method successfully. His 
Sunday school in normal times has been 
a growing Sunday school. In these war 
times when the boys have been drop- 
ping out by the ones, twos, or threes, or 
more, at a time, he has kept others com- 
ing. His ahbgentee committee is himself. 


He gets others to help, of course, when - 


he can: teachers, or others who want 
something to do or are adapted to call- 
ing in strange, or “any-kind-of-home” 
visitation; but he sees to it that every 
absentee or the home has been reached 
in person or via mail before the next 
Sunday rolls around. There are some 
calls he makes even though others have 


called, for he keeps in close touch with | 


every member and the home repre- 
sented. There is hardly a family within 
the radius of ten miles where he has not 
called. Not'a family moves away or an- 
other moves into the community but 
what he knows it and calls, or sends 
sOmeone else if he cannot get there him- 
self.

Gilbert Islands, Truk, Ponape, 
Kusaie, are household words to- 
day, but missionary international- 
ists have known them for three genera- 
tions. Kusaie and Ponape were invaded 
as far back as 1852 by threé American 
missionaries and their wives and three 
Hawaiians, with a letter from King 
Kamehameha III to the chiefs of the 
southern islands, telling what these 
“teachers of the Most High God, Jeho- 
vah” had done for the Hawaiians in 
thirty years of ministry. They repre- 
sented the American Board and the 
Hawaiian Missionary Society and, trans- 
lated Scripture into the native tongues. 
In 1857 Hiram Bingham, son of the trans- 
lator of Scripture into Hawaiian, pio- 
neered the Gilbert Islands. A small 
printing press was sent them, but Hiram 
and Minerva Bingham did not know how 
to set type. Then one day, three sailors, 
the sole survivors of a wrecked whaler, 
appeared in the lagoon. One of them 
turned out to be a printer. He set up 
the press, printed the little Gospel, and 
stayed for many years as the mission’s 
printer. In 1893 the whole Gilbert 
Islands’ Bible was printed in New York, 
and since then, 26,000 Bibles and Testa- 
ments have been sold in the Gilberts. 
In 1857 George Pierson, M.D., and the 
Rev. Edward Doane began work in the 
Marshalls. Others entered Mortlock and 
Truk and Nauru, in all of whose lan- 
guages Scriptures have since been 
printed. 


Modernism for Teachers.—A letter 
describing a divinity course for school- 
teachers at Oxford University, to pre- 
pare them for their Bible teaching 
in. English schools, has been pub- 
lished by the London Christian. The 
teachers were told that modern schol- 
arship had entirely altered traditional 
Christianity; that the old view of the 
Bible inspiration had been abandoned 
as “disproved”; that none of the re- 
corded words of Jesus in the Gospel 
of John can be taken as authentic; 
that there was no virgin birth; that the 
resurrection appearances were spiritual, 
not physical. “The empty tomb was to 
be explained by the fact that the women 
and the disciples probably returned to 
the wrong tomb. In any case the body 
would disintegrate very quickly in such 
a climate and little trace would be left 
in three days.” Eighty teachers from all 
parts of England attended the course and 
appeared to accept what was given them. 

Dr. Bartlett of the Bible Churchmen’s 
Missionary Society makes the following 
comment:

“The future of the British race, state, 
and empire hangs upon the decision 
whether the childhood of our race shall 
be taught the Bible as what it is—the 
Word of God—or whether they shall 
be taught the Bible as a series of fairy 
tales which may, or may not, have some 
foundation in fact. Childhood will re- 
spond to the former representation, but 
to the latter, never.” Then he illus- 
trates: 

William Hone (1780-1842), an active 
infidel, was riding in the country one 
hot summer’s day and stopped at a cot- 
tage garden to ask for water. A little 
girl was reading so intently that at first 
she did not hear his request. Wonder- 
ing what tale could so absorb the child’s 
attention he asked what book she was 
reading. 

“It is the Bible, sir.” 


“The Bible,” he repeated scornfully, 
“I suppose you are learning a lesson for 
school.” 

“No, sir,” said the child, “I had no 
lesson to learn.” 

“Then why,” he asked, “do you leave 
your play this beautiful day to read the 
Bible?” 

“Because I love it, sir,” said the child 
simply. 

Hone rode on, but the child’s words 
haunted him. “She loves the Bible. 
There must be something in it which I 
have never noticed. I will read it once 
carefully through to find what that child 
can find to love in it.” 

That reading was blessed by God to 
Hone’s conversion. 


Mr. F. M. Stead of the orphanage at 
Kermanshah, Persia, feels the need of 
a missionary couple to help continue 
this work. “Neither Mrs. Stead nor I 
are young any more. Some of our helpers 
are very efficient, but they cannot take 
the responsibility. Of course, while the 
war lasts, it is practically impossible for 
new missionaries to come out, but when 
this ends we hope the way may open.

Love of children, and older peo- 
ple, too, patience in welldoing, courage 
in the face of danger, calmness in dis- 
appointment, faith in God through every 
trial, unquestioning belief in the Bible 
and the Gospel as the power of God unto 
salvation— these are required in those 
who undertake this work.”

The earlier Russian idea of Zionism 
was that it represented a phase of Brit- 
ish imperialism, and, indeed, the pro- 
posal was once made that the Jewish 
State become a dominion of the British 
Empire. For this reason the Soviet Gov- 
ernment was at that time hostile to 
Zionism and even started a competing 
Zionist movement, the Biro-Bidjan Jew- 
ish colony, in its own domain. At the 
same time Soviet Russia quietly backed 
the Palestinian Arabs against the Jews 
with lavish political subsidies. The He- 
brew language, revived in Palestine as 
a national language, was considered 
counterrevolutionary as the language of 
the Bible, and Jews in Russia were per- 
secuted as well as New Testament be- 
lievers. 

But, accérding to a writer in Harper’s, 
things are changing. The Russians are 
looking forward to expansion in the 
Near East, together with entrance into 
the Mediterranean area. They are there- 
fore ready to make friends there with a 
people as capable and as strategically 
placed as the Jews. They have sent 
Mr. Maisky, former Soviet ambassador 
to Great Britain, on a visit to Palestine, 
and it is rumored that at Teheran, Stalin 
served notice to Mr. CHurchill that So- 
viet Russia was no longer uninterested 
in the fate of Palestine. An exhibition 
of Jewish progress in that land has been 
touring Russia. This progress has been. 
predominantly Socialist to the extent 
that the Jewish Kwutzah settlements 
have been even more successful types 
of communism than the Kockhoz of Rus- 
sia. The labor movement is strong in 
Palestine and predominating in World 
Zionism. Lastly, Russian Jews form the 
largest contingent of Jewish settlers in 
Palestine. The British concessions to the 
backward Arab cliques and their grudg- 
ing permission to Jewish immigration 
may drive the Jews into the Russian 
orbit. 


Mexican Notes.—Dr. Shuler of Los 
Angeles tells the story of a member of 
his church who interlined the 13th chap- 
ter of First Corinthians “and have not 
love for the Mexicans, I am become as 
sounding brass or a tinkling cymbal.” 
This interpolation was made throughout 
the chapter, wherever the word “love” 
occurred. The Mexicans returned the 
love of their friend. Twenty-four hours 
before her death she was delirious and 
did not know her intimate friends, but 
whenever her Mexican converts crept to 
her bedside — and a hundred or so came 
— their faces woke her to consciousness. 
She called their names and spoke en- 
couragement to them as they wept. Her 
last words were fragments of the Glory 
Song. 

That night hundreds of Mexicans 
gathered about the house and walked 
back and forth all night through. ‘They 
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were her converts. On the way to the 
cemetery the streetcars were crowded 
with poor Mexicans going to pay their 
last tribute of love. “In the midst of 
the prayer at the grave a sob that almost 
shook the earth swept through the great 
gathering. The preacher had prayed 
that God would send someone to take 
her place, and that pitiful sob echoed 
the prayer. She had asked her Ameri- 
can friends not to bring flowers, but 
to bring Spanish Bibles and Testaments. 
I saw them stacked like a monument 
beside her grave.” 


The Gethsemane Church of Zitacuaro 
is self-supporting, and its little epic is 
told by Mrs. Morrow in the Presbyterian 
Survey. The pastor, as a boy, had been 
trained by his mother to hate Protes- 
tants, but his father was more enlight- 
ened. Many years ago, whén Mr. Shelby 
came to their Tarascan village, the 
father asked his son to go to the meet- 
ing with him. At service time, however, 
he found his son hiding in a corn field, 
knee-deep in mud. He pulled him out, 
cleaned him up, and led him to church. 
That night the Holy Spirit touched the 
boy’s heart. 

His mother declared she would rather 
see him buried than in the Presbyterian 
school at Zitacuaro; nevertheless, he 
went, and worked his way on the school 
farm, “the finest boy we ever had, to 
handle mules.” (“Not bad training for 
an embryo pastor,” adds Mrs. Morrow 
archly.) Now he is a young pastor, in- 
veterate reader, tireless worker, who 
has trained his church men as lay 
preachers in surrounding villages. He 
has a well-equipped and well-managed 
Sunday school, and a hostel for girls in 
the public schools. The woman’s auxil- 
iary is made up of humble women who 
hold missionary meetings and read es- 
says on Livingstone and Mary Slessor; 
also there are weekly meetings for Bible 
and Catechism study, and a Home Week, 
in May, for instruction in hygiene, baby- 
care, and cooking. 

The two-week institutes in near-by 
villages deserve a chapter to themselves 
with their antialcohol campaigns, learn- 
ing of Gospel hymns, and memorization 
of Bible passages. At Naranjo is a girls’ 
summer camp. A dozen or more Pres- 
byterian teachers in the Zitacuaro public 
schools received training in the Chris- 
tian life in the Gethsemane Church. 
“Hardly a day passes here in Morelia 
that some former student in Zitacuaro 
does not call to see us or meet us on the 
street. They always express gratitude 
for what the Zitacuaro schools and 
church have meant to them.” 


New Bedford was, in the old days, a 


whaler town, and I suppose that is the 
reason there are great rope works there 
at the present time. Large numbers of 
Portuguese work in these plants, and to 
them Dr. Manual Conceicao, a graduate 
of the University of Coimbra, Portugal, 
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preaches the Gospel. He ministers to 
the Wesley Church in New Bedford and 
to the Portuguese Methodist Church in 
Plymouth, constantly visiting the peo- 
ple, with Mrs. Conceicao. He also edits 
Aurora Evangelica, a- Portuguese Chris- 
tian paper which has a powerful influ- 
ence in the Portuguese-American com- 
munity and which goes to Portugal 
(225 copies), Brazil (118 copies), to An- 
gola, Mozambique, the Azores, the Ma- 
deiras. It is sent to many teachers, doc- 
ors, lawyers, Roman bishops, and priests. 
Ten hours a day is his working schedule; 
his relaxation, translating the Psalms 
from Hebrew into Portuguese, compar- 
ing the present Portuguese version, verse 
by verse and word by word, with the 
English and the Latin. ‘ 

Dr. Rizzo of Newark, his alter ego, is 
planning an advance movement in Portu- 
gal under the Presbyterian Board, but 
has as yet been unable to get a passport 
from our State Department. He is also 
urging the promotion of a special order 
of trained Protestant apologists in the 
United States to renew and strengthen 
Reformation testimony. Such leaders 
would take over churches in city areas 
which have become Roman Catholic 
through immigration, and preach an 
open and militant Gospel patterned after 
that of Reformation days, thus recov- 
ering our losses in large cities and pre- 
serving the Protestant faith and tradi- 
tion. Such a ministry should last in 
one place from three to five years. Then 
they would pass to other downtown 
churches. Former Catholic priests could 
be greatly used in this way, as well as 
ministers especially trained for this field 
in leading seminaries. 


Ireland is the Roman Catholic bridge- 
head for attack on English Protestant- 
ism. In Liverpool the Irish are building 
a cathedral that is to be one of the 
largest in the world. A Liverpool alder- 
man, Mr. Longbottom, has published a 
study entitled “Rome’s Responsibility for 
Juvenile Crime,” which tells the story 
of the people who are to fill this cathe- 
dral. Eighty-two per cent of the city’s 
boy criminals come from _ parochial 
schools! The Liverpool Vigilance So- 
ciety, which deals with white slavery, 
had nearly a thousand cases for con- 
sidération in the year before the war. 
Of these, 940 were Irish! Then there 


‘is “the alarming number of unmarried 


mothers running away from Ireland to 
save their reputations, who arrive penni- 
less and are thrown on the mercy of 
English rescue homes, public assistance, 
and the maternity wards of the city 
hospitals.” In Widnes, St. Helen’s, and 
other industrial centers where the Irish 
invasion has entered, although the popu- 
lation is but a third, that third produces 
four times the number of criminals com- 
ing from Protestant population. The 
British Weekly suggests deportation 
back to Ireland, where possible, and 
the end of further Irish immigration. 
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The American Idea.—There is a Jew- 
ish Congressman who noisily champions 
drink at every opportunity, inside and 
outside of Congress. His father before 
him became a petty distiller on landing 
on our shores from eastern Europe. Over 
the radio the son rails at dry policies 
and dry persons. He actually imagines 
he stands for American freedom. 

Let me disabuse his mind of that idea. 

Within six months and 23 days after 
the signing of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, the American Congress 
adopted the following resolution: 

“Resolved: That it be recommended 
to the several legislatures of the United 
States immediately to pass laws the most 
effectual for putting an immediate stop 
to the pernicious practice of distilling, 
by which the most extensive evils are 
likely to be derived, if not quickly pre- 
vented” (Journal of the Continental 
Congress, Feb. 27, 1777). War Prohibi- 
tion was the creed of the Founding 
Fathers, even if they never succeeded 
in putting it into effect. 

In his new life of Jefferson, Padover 
says of the author of the Declaration 
of Independence (p. 409): “He was al- 
ways an enemy ofshard liquor, believ- 
ing it to be an enemy of health and 
society. ‘I have seen the loathsome and 
fatal effects of whisky, destroying the 
fortune, the bodies, the minds, and 
morals of our citizens,’ he wrote to W. 
H. Crawford in 1818.” Jefferson traced 
most of his administrative difficulties to 
liquor, and said that, if he were to enter 
politics afresh, he would make it obliga- 
tory on officeholders to abstain from 
drink. 

Madison, the real author of the Amer- 
ican Constitution, was the first signer 
of “The Presidential Statement,” which 
read as follows: 

“Being satisfied from observation and 
experience, as well as from medical tes- 
timony, that ardent spirits as a drink is 
not only needless but harmful; and that 
the entire disuse of it would tend to pro- 
mote the health, the virtue, and the hap- 
piness of the community, We hereby ex- 
press our conviction that, should the 
citizens of the United States, and espe- 
cially all young men, discontinue en- 
tirely the use of it, they would not only 
promote their own personal benefit but 
the good of the country and of the 
world.” 

President Madison led off. He was 
followed down the century by John 
Quincy Adams, Andrew Jackson, Martin 
Van Buren, Pierce, Tyler, Taylor, Polk, 
Fillmore, Buchanan, Abraham Lincoln, 
and Andrew Johnson. 

There spake the idealists and unhy- 
phenated America. Today it is back of 
Congressman Bryson of South Carolina 
and his bill for War Prohibition.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Pastor of the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Approach to the Lesson 

OR the sincere, conscientious Chris- 
Fe=. the temperance question should 

be solved readily, for it simply 
amounts to this: What is my responsi- 
bility to God in regard to the care of 
my body? When I recognize the fact 
that I have been bought with a price, 
even the precious blood of Christ (1 
Cor. 6:20) and that*my body rightfully 
belongs to God (Rom. 12:1), I shall see 
the folly and incongruity of any indul- 
gence which needlessly tends to weaken 
my physical and mental powers, and so 
I will shun intoxicants and narcotics of 
every kind, even as I will refuse to 
allow myself to be defiled by unclean 
habits of any description (Eph. 5:11, 
12). 

If one has not yet received Christ as 
Saviour and confessed Him as Lord, the 
problem may not seem so easy of solu- 
tion. But any self-respecting young per- 
son ought to be able to see the unwis- 
dom of taking up with practices which 
tend to degrade and weaken him, thus 
unfitting him for the duties of life and 
endangering his entire future, because 
of the terrible power which evil habits 
wield over those who fall victims to 
them. 

A proper regard for the sanctity of 
human nature should be sufficient to 
keep one from these evils. But the sad 
fact is that the great majority of us lack 
the moral principle which would enable 
us to stand against commonly accepted 
standards of life, and so we go with the 
crowd instead of resisting the pressure 
of godless companions and maintaining 
the high ideals which we know to be 
right. This but emphasizes the need of 
the new birth, whereby we become par- 
takers of the divine nature (2 Pet. 1:4) 
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and so are enabled to live unto God (1 
Pet. 4:2) as those alive from the dead 
(Rom. 6:11). 


The Historical Setting 


The Fourth Psalm is accredited to 
David, and expresses his confidence in 
God when attacked by cruel foes. David 
lived nearly one thousand years before 
Christ. The Gospels were all written 
in the first century of the present era, 
as also Paul’s Epistle to the Romans, 
which he wrote from Corinth, about 
60 A.D. 


Verse by Verse 


Psa. 4:5,.—“Offer the sacrifices of right- 
eousness, and put your trust in the 
Lord.” It is vain to prate of trusting 
the Lord and relying upon His grace if 
one is deliberately violating the precepts 
of His holy Word. He who does not live 
righteously is not of God (1 John 3:7). 


Verse 6—“Who will shew us any 
good?” This is the sneering question 
of the careless worldling. The only right 
answer is a consistent life of devotion 
to God and concern for our fellow men. 


Verse 7.—“‘Thou hast put gladness in 
my heart, more than... their wine.” 
The false exhilaration that is obtained 
by gratification of appetite is as nothing 
compared to that lasting joy which the 
obedient child of God enjoys constantly. 


Verse 8.—“Thou, Lord, only makest me 
dwell in safety.” Secure in the knowl- 
edge of the loving care of the Lord, one 
can rest peacefully even in times of 
danger, confident that He who watches 


over His own will not permit anything 


to come to pass that will not work out 
for blessing. 


Luke 4:4—‘Man shall not live by 


‘bread alone, but by every word of God.” 


By meditation on the Scriptures, the 
soul is fed and so becomes strong to 
overcome the power of temptation (1 
John 2:14b). By this Jesus overcame 


the Adversary, and by it we, too, may be 
victorious over every foe. 


John 6:35.—“I am the bread of life.” 
Again and again in this chapter, our 
Lord so presents Himself. He is the 
“bread of God” (v. 33), come down to 
earth to give life to the world (v. 51). 
To feed upon Him is to receive Him 
into the heart, by faith—to believe in 
Him as the Saviour of sinners. In Him 
we find perfect satisfaction and settled 
peace, so that we no longer crave the 
empty follies of a godless world. 


Rom. 12:1.—“Present your bodies a 
living sacrifice.” Our bodies have been 
purchased by Christ Jesus in His sac- 
rifice on our behalf. Therefore, the 
logical thing is to recognize them as His, 
and by a definite act of submission hand 
them over to Him. This will settle at 
once all questions as to how we are to 
behave ourselves. Recognizing. His 
Lordship, we no longer live to gratify 
the will of the flesh. 


Verse 2.—“Be not conformed ... be 
ye transformed.” The principles that 
men of the world ‘recognize as cus- 
tomary, and therefore to be obeyed, are 
not to control the mind of the believer. 
He is to be transformed (literally, meta- 
morphosed) by occupation with Christ, 
which results in the constant renewing 
of the mind—daily conformity to the 
will of God. 


Chap. 13:12.—“The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand.” The night of man’s 
day, closing up his own vain efforts to 
find a way out of the confusion brought 
in by sin, will soon be over. Then will 
come the day when the Lord will assert 
Himself and when an entirely new order 
will be brought in through the personal 
return of Jesus Christ as King of kings 
and Lord of lords. With this in view, it 
becomes all who own allegiance to Him 
to refuse all that has to do with Satan’s , 
kingdom of darkness, and to array him- 
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self in “the armour of light” as an ace 
knowledged soldier of the cross. 


Verse 13.—“Let us walk honestly,” or 
decently (A.V. margin), as becomes one 
who belongs to “the day,” not giving 
oneself to sensuality in any form, nor 
“in strife and envying,” for what have 
the men of the world that will be of 
value in that coming hour of manifesta- 
tion? It ill becomes a joint heir with 
Christ to permit himself to sink down to 
the depths of immorality and earthly 
mindedness that mark those who know 
nothing of the regenerating power of 
God. 


Verse 14.—“Make not provision for the 
flesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof.” He who 
puts on the Lord Jesus Christ, in the 
sense of acknowledging His union with 
Him in death and in the power of 
resurrection life, is to reckon himself 
dead unto sin in the flesh (Rom. 6:11), 
and, through the control of the indwell- 
ing Spirit of God, to mortify, that is, 
to put in the place of death, the deeds 
of the body (Rom. 8:11) which, if al- 
lowed to have their way, would lead to 
self-indulgence and lasciviousness of the 
vilest nature (Col. 3:5). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God created man for His glory. As 
originally made, he was designed to 
have authority over all the lower crea- 
tion. But sin has brought man down to 
the low level of “the beasts that perish” 
(Psa. 49:12), so that he readily becomes 
the slave of all kinds of fleshly lusts and 
passions which tend to degradation and 
dishonor. But when born from above, 
and indwelt by the Holy Spirit, man is 
renewed in “the image of him that cre- 
ated him” (Col. 3:10), thus enabling 
him to triumph over perverted appetites 
and keep the body in the place of sub- 
jection (1 Cor. 9:27). In this way, the 
body glorifies God (1 Cor. 6:20) and is 
delivered from the power of carnal lusts, 
so fulfilling the “righteousness of the 
law” (Rom. 8:4).

“Something Else to Think About.”— 
Be ye transformed by the renewing of 
your mind (Rom. 12:2). One day the 
great Scottish preacher Thomas Chal- 
mers was riding through the country 
on top of a stagecoach drawn by four 
horses. Dr. Chalmers was sitting by the 
driver whom he knew. The horses were 
jogging quietly along on a stagecoach 
trot, when suddenly the driver swung 
his; whip for a cut on the off bay’s ear. 
It set the horse dancing. 

“What did you do that for, Sam?” 
asked Dr. Chalmers, indignantly. “The 
horses were all going along nicely.” 
“Doctor, I know something you don’t. 
Right around the next turn there is a 
big white rock, and that bay takes occa- 
sion to shy at it. I just wanted to give 
the nag something else to thing about!” 

This set Dr. Chalmers thinking. When 
he got back home he sat down and wrote 
a sermon; some people think it is the 
greatest sermon ever preached. 

The title of the sermon is “The Ex- 
pulsive Power of a New Affection.” You 
will find it in all the collections of great 
sermons. Maybe you will understand 
the matter better if I translate it into 
the lingo of the stage driver — “Some- 
thing else to think about.” 

Right here you can discover the secret 
of the success of the rescue missions and 
the Salvation Army. The men who are 
saved from lives of sin and drunkenness 
for a long while are kept busy testify- 
ing in their meetings night after night. 
The new affection they have for the Lord 
Jesus has driven old John Barleycorn 
clear out of mind. 

Our minds have much to do with our 
habits. I have never known what it was 
to drink liquor. But there used to be 
in a drugstore on Main Street one of 
those fountains where a jet of water 
squirted up into a glass cover and made 
a pleasant sound. This drugstore had a 
specially good root beer I liked. As I 
came along the street I would not be 
thirsty or have the least desire for re- 
freshment, but just as soon as I heard 
the fizz of that drugstore, my. whole 
mind drove me right into the soda bar, 
and another root beer I did not need was 
wasted, and a nickel spent that took a 
dollar working a whole year, Sundays 
and holidays, to earn! 


No Honest Drunkards—Let us walk 
honestly ... not in... drunkenness 
(chap. 13:13). There is never an honest 
drunkard. Note, I write, “Drunkard.” 
Lots of men who use alcoholic liquors 
are honest and truthful and upright. 
But when the drinker finishes his course 
and -“graduates” as a C.D. (Confirmed 
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Drunkard) he will lie, steal, and some- 
times kill for drink. , 

This is what makes the liquor habit 
so terribly dangerous. A drunkard can 
never know just what he may do when 
overpowered by the craving. for strong 
drink. He easily kills. The cocktail 
party is the kindergarten of the habit. 
It also begins with orange peels, cloves, 
and other “smell-killers,” and ends with 
the loss of everything good in this world 
and the next, including respect of fam- 
ily and friends and neighbors. 

The spirit of hard liquor is what turns 
a man from Jekyll to Hyde. Some men 
I have known have been charming and 
kindly when sober, but regular devils 
when drunk, even to the harming of 
loved ones.

AKE this day a special memory 

verse celebration. Make some 
posters with the verses the class has 
learned, and put them up. Let them re- 
cite the verses in concert, or individu- 
ally, as you please. Then some extra 
honor could be given to children who 
have learned more verses. Now is the 
time to begin to store their minds with 
the Word of God. The verses they learn 
in the Primary and Junior departments 
will stick through life. As we get older, 
we forget many things, but the childhood 
lessons seem to last the best. Don’t lose 
this opportunity for sowing the good 
seed, the Word, in their hearts before 
the Devil gets a chance to sow the tares 
of unbelief. 

There are so many things said in the 
Bible about God’s Word. Here are some 
of the verses that the children would 
do well to learn. 

“Thy word have I hid in mine heart,

They are not ordinary 
sermonettes; they are taken from five 
passages in the Word of God, and that 
means infinite wisdom. They are 
grouped under a man-made title: “The 
Christian Motive for Living,” which is 
not a bad title, because of those two 
words “Christian Motive.” Motive is a 
very important factor in life. It is at 
the very source of action. 

In a murder trial the prosecution 
usually seeks first to show a motive for 
the crime; if that can be established it 
greatly affects the verdict and may mean 
the difference between acquittal and con- 
viction. When you add the word “Chris- 
tian” to “motive” you step it up to a 
matter of supreme importance; for that 
means having the mind of Christ. “Let 
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this mind be in you, which was.also in 
Christ Jesus” (Phil. 2:5). 

Eternal values come into the picture. 
The Bible deals with eternal values, that 
is why it is so important to heed its 
teachings. Jesus tells us that “man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every 
word of God.” Bread is good for physi- 
cal life, but God’s Word: supplies the 
motive that leads into eternal blessed- 
ness. Jesus is the Word (John 1:1). He 
is the “bread of life,” and that is life 
everlasting. “Present your bodies a liv- 
ing sacrifice” (Rom. 12:1, 2). The army 
wants soldiers who are willing to die if 
necessary, but a living soldier is of more 
value in battle than a dead one. The 
Lord wants us to be willing to die for 
Him, if necessary; but He also wants us 
to be willing to live for Him—and that 
is sometimes harder to do than to die. 

“And be not conformed to this world.” 
If one is true to his Christian motive 
he will not become absorbed with the 
world — not even the “legitimate” world 
— but will provide time and space in his 
daily program for God’s service and the 
things of the Spirit. He certainly will 
not engage with the wicked things of 
the world. “Let us therefore cast off the 
works of darkness, and put on the ar- 
mour of light”. (Rom. 13:12), which is 
more plainly stated in the 14th verse of 
the same chapter, “But put ye on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and make not pro- 
vision for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts 
thereof.”

“cc HY do you enjoy Sunday school 
so much?” asked Caroline. “All 
they do there is to tell you to be good, 
and I know enough about that already.” 
“Oh, no, that isn’t all,” Vivian re- 
spondéd. “We are learning how won- 
derful the Lord Jesus Christ is, how He 
saves us, and how He can give us victory 
over our problems, our temptations, and 
our sins. Nobody could be very good 
without Him.” 

Every human heart has appetites and 

. hungers that must be satisfied with the 
legitimate provisions of this world, but 
also every heart has hungerings. that 
can be truly satisfied only as one yields 
to Christ and seeks His desires. 

The verses of our lesson show how 
we may surrender appetites and thoughts 
to Christ, and what He can do for us as 
He is given control of our lives (Psa. 4: 
5-8; Luke 4:4; John 6:35; Rom. 12:1, 2; 
13: 12-14). 

What is a sacrifice? What sacrifices 
are right? In what sense may a girl 
present her body to Christ? Would this 
mean giving up all one’s own pleasures? 

What are the results of offering our- 
selves as a living offering to the Lord? 
He warms our hearts more than any 
delights of this world can ever thrill 
us, and we can sleep without a guilty, 
disturbed conscience. 

As we present our bodies to Christ, 
how may we know His “good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will”? (Rom. 12: 
2.) How may we, with our human, 
even though transformed minds, prove 
what is pleasing to God? 

“When you come to a difficulty in your 
experiences do you pray?” asked a 
friend. 

Yes, we do pray, but sometimes even 
our prayers may be weak or selfish. It is 
important to go as soon as we can to 
the Scriptures, drawing upon memory 
or reading it, to see what God Himself 
had to say on problems similar to our 
own. 

As we consider the hunger which 
Christ promises to satisfy with the pres- 
ence of His Spirit, let us think especially 
of the normal, common hungers of mod- 
ern youth. How can Christ satisfy these 
hungers and still leave the young folks 
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happy and natural, and yet thoroughly

“Temptations are not too hard 
to resist in the daytime, but they sort 
of get you in the night,” a young boy 
once remarked. Certainly at this point 
we all need the protection that Christ,

unfortunate victim. But every reader 
will agree with this writer that the 
words can be used very well in a tem- 
perance lesson. 

The thirst for alcohol, when it be- 
comes settled and chronic, gets so tight 
a grip on its victirn there is no “let-go” 
by ordinary means. 

At the end of the last century and the 
beginning of this, there were all over 
the land institutions for curing this ter- 
rible curse. They used the “Keeley 
Cure.” Many were the customers who 
paid big money in an effort to conquer 
the thirst for liquor. I knew quite a 
number, but none of those I knew were 
ever cured for keeps. : 

On the other hand, I have been all 
my life fighting the liquor business and 
saving the poor victims. At the request 
of despairing wives and mothers I have 
gone to the saloons and brought the 
drunkards out and away to their homes. 
So I know something about the thirsty 
situation. Now listen: 

In all the years there has never been 
a single cure with me, unless I could 
make my rescue a “He that believeth” 
fellow. That is to say, get him to ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus as his Saviour and 
Friend and Helper in the fight for so- 
briety. 

If you take the familiar history of the 
outstanding men who came up from the 
alcoholic depths to places of honor and 
trust you will find the start up was by 
“going down” and accepting the Lord 
Jesus’ and Heaven’s help. I could name 
many of them.

“We HAT would the Lord Jesus do 
in my place?” That is the ques- 
tion a group of Christians promised to 
ask and follow for a year.1 They found 
it wasn’t easy because what the Lord 
Jesus would do wasn’t the usual way 
of doing things, and people :inade fun 
of them or “cut” them. But still they 
were very happy and found so much 
more pleasure in pleasing the Lord than 
in pleasing people around them. A 
newspaperman refused to take liquor 
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and cigarette ads, and stopped publish- 
ing a Sunday edition. Many people 
wouldn’t take his paper any more, and 
business was bad. But a rich young 
lady decided to use her money for the 
Lord, and helped the newspaperman out, 
until finally so many Christians began 
to subscribe for this fine, clean paper that 
he could carry on. Another young lady 
gave up a wonderful chance to sing for 
money to sing instead for evangelistic 
services and to work in the slums teach- 
ing poor girls how to sing and be Chris- 
tians. Some found the promise too hard 
to keep and went back to pleasing them- 
selves and folks around them. But they 
lost God that way and weren’t happy 
in the end. 

I’ve known ,a high school pupil to 
decide not to go to a party because she 
didn’t think it would be the kind of 
party the Lord Jesus would go to. I’ve 
heard a Junior tell of wanting to do 
something, then thinking, “What would 
Jesus do?” and not doing it because He 
wouldn’t. 

You see, the idea of “What would the 
Lord Jesus do?” fits all ages because the 
Lord lived through them all from child 
to grownup. “Jesus the Son of God 

.- was in all points tempted like as 
we are, yet without sin” (Heb. 4:14, 15, 
J verse). How do you think He was 
tempted as a boy? Do you suppose He 
ever thought of disobeying or fussing 
about His work? Review C (Eph. 6:1) 
and D (Phil. 2:14) verses. What were 
three of His temptations as a man? Re- 
view Matthew 4:1-11, which we took up 
October 8. How did He meet those 
temptations? Are you storing our verses 
in mind to meet your temptations? (Psa. 
119:11; Luke 11:28, B verse.) Have you 
found places where a verse helped you 
in your problems? Tell us about it. 

You think you belong to yourself, 
don’t you? Well, you don’t, if you’re 
a Christian! “Know ye not that ye are 
the temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dweHeth in you?”

HY do you enjoy Sunday school 
so much?” asked Caroline. “All 
they do there is to tell you to be good, 
and I know enough about that already.” 

“Oh, no, that isn’t all,” Vivian re- 
spondéd. “We are learning how won- 
derful the Lord Jesus Christ is, how He 
saves us, and how He can give us victory 
over our problems, our temptations, and 
our sins. Nobody could be very good 
without Him.” 

Every human heart has appetites and 
_ hungers that must be satisfied with the 
legitimate provisions of this world, but 
also every heart has hungerings. that 
can be truly satisfied only as one yields 
to Christ and seeks His desires. 

The verses of our lesson show how 
we may surrender appetites and thoughts 
to Christ, and what He can do for us as 
He is given control of our lives (Psa. 4: 
5-8; Luke 4:4; John 6:35; Rom. 12:1, 2;

We need to fulfill in some manner most 
of our normal desires, but never the 
abnormal, hurt-producing “lusts of the 
flesh.” We who live in this age do much 
of our work by artificial light, but our 
lesson warns against putting our recrea- 
tion on an all-night, dim-out, or black- 
out basis. “Temptations are not too hard 
to resist in the daytime, but they sort 
of get you in the night,” a young boy 
once remarked. Certainly at this point 
we all need the protection that Christ, 
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us, and we can sleep without a guilty, 
disturbed conscience. 

As we present our bodies to Christ, 
how may we know His “good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect, will”? (Rom. 12:

AST week we considered the deadly 

toll of alcohol. But it is not enough 
to see its terrible effects, physically, 
economically, socially, and spiritually. 
Indignation will never stop the flow of 
this poison, unless it meves us to do 
something about the alcoholic curse.

But what can young people do to com- 
bat the liquor traffic? At first glance 
it may seem as though the situation 
were hopeless. The liquor traffic is 
well entrenched politically, it has almost 
unlimited financial backing, and it has 
the support of thousands upon thousands 
who have acquired the taste for intoxi- 
cants, arid who will leave no stone un- 
turned to satisfy their thirst. 

Coupled with all this support is the 
seeming indifference and lack of con- 
cern of thousands who recognize that 
alcohol is harmful, who do not use it 
themselves, and yet who are unwilling 
to bestir themselves or make any sac- 
rifice, however small, to break the stran- 
glehold that this monster has upon our 
land. . 

However, we need to remember the 
race is not to the swift, nor the battle 
to the strong (Eccles. 9:11). God has 
clearly placed Himself on the side of 
temperance, and when His people are 
willing to take their place with Him 
and go forth under His direction and 
leadership, this giant in the land can 
be slain. 

se 


Here are just a few things that Chris- 
tian young people can do .to combat the 
inroads of the liquor traffic. The way 
will not be easy, nor will large results 
be seen immediately. But our blows 
can be effective if we are willing to pay 
the price. 

1. Of first importance is our own 
personal conduct. If every person who 
calls himself a Christian wou!d refuse to 
have anything to do whatever with the 
use or manufacture or sale of alcohol, 
the impact would instantly be felt by 
the liquor traffic. What is more, this 
consistent conduct of Christians could 


_ not fail to impress and give thought to 
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many who do not know and serve Christ. 
2. Christian young people can become 


informed, and thus become intelligent 


on the alcohol situation. We need, first 
of all, to know the principles laid down 
in God’s Word for our conduct with 
regard to alcoholics. We saw some of 
these in last week’s prayer meeting, 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth” (2 Tim. 2:15). We need to 
obtain authentic information as to the 
effects of alcohol, economically, physi- 
cally, and socially, so that, when speak- 
ing to others, we may give accurate and 
telling facts, and thus may be able to 
work effectively against the spread of 
this curse. 

3. Young people of voting age can 
cast their ballots for those men who 
have openly expressed their determina- 
tion to stand against alcoholics. This 
may seem almost futile in the face of 
the enormous number of votes polled 
by those who care nothing about tem- 
perance. Here again, if every one who 
takes the name of Christian in our land 
were to cast his vote for temperance 
candidates, the effect would be amazing. 

4. Young people can convince others. 
All too often Christian young people 
stand idly by, with no word of protest 
or counsel while their classmates or 
acquaintances begin the indulgence of 
alcoholics. Many times young people 
who embark on such a course really do 
not know the dangers they are facing. 
Sometimes a friendly word from one of 
their own age will open their eyes. Here 
is a real opportunity to present Christ, 
who alone can supply the strength to 
stand in time of temptation, and under 
whose guidance alone they can really 
“see life.” 

5. Young people can promote the for- 
mation of groups of young people for 
the right kind of alcohol-free good 
times and recreation. Here, from time 
to time, instructive information as to 
the harmfulness of alcohol can be pre- 
sented and studied. Allied Youth, an 
organization specializing in the field of 
alcohol education, the address of which 
is National Association Educational 
Building, Washington 6, D. C., will be 
glad to supply you with information as 
to how you can organize an Allied Youth 
Post in your high school or young peo- 
ple’s group, and will be glad to tell you 
of literature that is available for your 
own instruction and for distribution in 
the battle against alcohol. 

6. Young people can conduct cam- 
paigns. They can prepare and display 
posters warning against alcoholic evils. 
They can prepare surveys in their own 
local communities showing the laws that 
are in effect controlling the sale of alco- 
holics and how these laws are being ob- 
served or evaded. They can report to 
temperance organizations places where 
the law is being violated, as for instance, 
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where liquor: is being sold to minors. 
They can protest dishonest and mislead- 
ing liquor advertisements. They can en- 
list the co-operation of adults in this 
respect. Can you imagine what an ef- 
fect a protest against an untruthful 
liquor advertisement from every Chris- 
tian subscriber would have on a current 
magazine?, 

7. Young people can co-operate with 
organized temperance agencies. The 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union undoubtedly has a branch some- 
where near your community. Inquiry from 
your young people’s group will bring 
to light ways in which you can help 
to support their work. 

8. Last, but not least, young people 
can pray. How often does your group 
unitedly ask God to stem the flow of 
alcoholism, and guide and direct your 
group to combat this evil? Prayer re- 
leases the limitless resources of Heaven. 
Are you holding on in faith so that God 
may work in your community, state, 
and country?

day school this superintendent takes the 
class records home. Sunday afternoon 
he goes through them, gets the names of 
the absentees, then divides them up as to 
location and days when he can call dur- 
ing the week. If there are more than 
he can see, he gets others to assist, but 
has the lists organized so that each has 
a certain area to cover, to save time. 

I have known this superintendent to 
call each evening and then make fif- 
teen or twenty calls Saturday afternoon 
after having worked at his place of busi- 
ness all morning. If he has less calls 
and more time he often sits and chats 
a few moments with the family. They 
find in him a real and interested friend. 
If convenient and it is welcomed, he 
offers a short prayer; but always in a 
kindly, warm way he makes the ab- 
sentee feel he has been much missed. 
He also puts a desire in the other mem- 
bers of the family to want to come, too. 

In this close supervision, personal- 
contact, follow-up system the superin- 
tendent has become a number of things: 


1. A “Father Confessor.” Boys and 
girls who have gotten into trouble, such 
as stealing articles or money; those who 
have covered up sins or disobediences 
come to him, tell the worst right out, 
then look into his kindly face and ask 
how to get out of the trouble. 

2. Family Adviser. The homes with 
domestic trouble find a wise counselor 
in him, and the far-apart heads of fam- 
ilies have been brought together by the 
few, but wise words of advice His quiet 
and sometimes almost wordless appeal- 
ing interest has greater results in find- 
ing out needs and heartaches than words 
and questions. 
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3. Spiritual Leader and Adviser. Many 
of the Sunday school scholars have been 
brought to Christ through him. Twelve 
of those teen-agers who so often slip 
from us and are lost to the Sunday 
school and the church made their de- 
cision for Christ at one time because of 
him. I have seen it duplicated in smaller 
and larger numbers many times. A 
number of those boys have gone into 
service, but went as Christians. This 
superintendent has always gone to the 
trains to see them off, has gone to the 
homes to-comfort those left behind. One 
paid the supreme price a few Sundays 
ago on the battlefields of France. An- 
other, when he made the decision for 
Christ at the age of sixteen, confessed 
the lies he had told, paid back the money 
he had stolen, and, whereas before he 
had been quite a general trouble- 
maker in the high school, became so 
exemplary in conduct that the teachers 
and the superintendent could not under- 
stand the change until it was explained 
to them by the grandmother. In the 
service now, his conduct has been such 
that just recently a request came to rec- 
ommend him as a suitable candidate to 
study for the ministry. 


Children really want to attend this 
superintendent’s Sunday school. Parents 
who care nothing for the Sunday school 
themselves, out of respect for this super- 
intendent, who is so interested in their 
children and home, will see that the 
children get to Sunday school. 


A close, every-week follow-up by the 
calling committee and the teacher is ef- 
fective, but that, plus the weekly fol- 
low-up of the superintendent, makes it 
doubly hard to resist the urge to go to 
Sunday school.

I asked 
what I must do if, before I knew the 
man, he looked in my eyes. The an- 
swer was given in all seriousness, 

“Take off your hat and spit in it.’~ 

That man may have looked in my 
eyes, because a hundred times since 
then I have had sorrow and disappoint- 
ment that a credulous person could have 
credited to the “evil eye.” Blessings un- 
numbered have been mine, and I credit 
them to “the eyes of the Lord” that “run 
to and fro throughout the whole earth.”

indifference, and unbelief which have 
become more widespread. 

It is encouraging to remember that, 
when a soul is really born again, the 
Holy Spirit begins His work in the new 
heart. If the newly converied person is 
faithful in prayer and Bible reading, 
then there is bound to be growth in 
grace. Numerous stories come from the 
mission fields of converts who have re- 
ceived a flood of light in their hearts 
simply from reading the New Testament, 
or perhaps only portions of Scripture, or 
even from the testimony of other young 
Christians who stood firm in the midst 
of heathenism. 

2. What effect is this to have on the 
organized church? Undoubtedly some 
of the converts are joining organized 
churches, and therefore are increasing 
the membership in some cases, and 
should add to the real life of the 
churches. 

3. Are these converts joining churches? 
Not all of them, but some must be. The 
Editors would be glad to hear from min- 
isters who know of those in their 
churches who were converted through 
the radio, or any other of the agencies 
mentioned above; or to have personal 
testimonies of those who were thus 
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saved, and have joined churches. 

4. Are they starting independent 
groups? Probably not in most cases. 
Independent groups are often begun, by 
those who have not found true Gospel 
preaching and sound Bible instruction 
in denominational churches, or for some 
less worthy reason. 

5. Are most remaining isqlated? Only 
one who is omniscient could correctly 
answer this question as referring to the 
whole United States. Perhaps many are 
“remaining isolated, but as has been said, 
some are joining sound churches and 
becoming active workers. 

6. Has the Christian church felt much 
benefit from the new “long-distance” 
evangelism? Suppose, for the sake. of 
argument, that it had not. Would this 
mean that all such evangelism was fruit- 
less? When a soul is truly born again 
the results are eternal, and that soul 
becomes a member of the living, invis- 
ible Church. But there are few who 
would take so pessimistic a view of 
“long-distance” evangelism as to say that 
the Christian church had felt no benefit 
from it, and whether or not it has felt 
much benefit would be a matter of opin- 
ion, for statistics covering all the results 
of the various types of evangelism are 
not available. But certainly it is a fact 
that thousands, perhaps millions, have 
been saved through the preaching of the 
Gospel over the radio, during the last 
twenty years, and certainly some of 
these must have become a vital part of 
organized churches. 

The California reader does not blame 
the evangelist and obviously she does not 
blame the converts. But her thought- 
provoking questions suggest that blame 
should be laid at someone’s door, and 
one may conclude that the responsibility 
lies with ministers and individual Chris- 
tians. It is the duty of ministers to 
preach “all the counsel of God,” which 
Paul did not fail to do (Acts 20:27), and 
to seek out those who may have been 
reached through the radio and other 
agencies; and it is the responsibility of 
every individual Christian to be a wit- 
ness for the Lord Jesus Christ, and thus 
to help the ministers in their work, and 
to bring other men to the Saviour and 
into the membership of churches. who 
are keeping the faith and where the 
truth is preached at every service. We 
should all take such matters more seri- 
ously to heart, and be more faithful 
witnesses “in season and out of season.”
